AVIATOR FALLS 
500 FEET; LIVES 


John J. Joyce, Flying In- 
structor, Takes Long Drop 
at Hawthorne Track. 


BIPLANE CUT TO PIECES. 


John J. Joyce, an instructor at the Chi- 
cago School of Aviation, fell 500 feet in a bi- 
plane at Hawthorne track yesterday. He 
broke through five telephone wires, one tro!- 
ley wire and a heavy wooden backstop for 
a baseball diamond, The backstop was 
wrecked and the biplane was literally ground 
to pieces, but Joyce escaped with only a 
sprained ankle, a scratched face, and a pos- 
sible minor fracture of one of the small 
bones of the leg. 

John B. Moisant fell one-fifth as far as 
Josce when he was killed at New Orleans 
last winter. Arch Hoxsey, killed the same 
day at Los Angeles, fell no farther than the 
Chicago man, and Ralph Johnstone, who was 
dashed to death in Denver in the autumn of 
last year, was little if any higher than Joyce 
when his machine started its drop. 


Pupils See Teacher Fall. 

Joyce fell in the course of an instruction 
flight he had undertaken for several pupils 
who were at the park. He was operating his 
Curtiss sixty_horse power biplane and had 
been in the air only a few minutes when his 
engine went dead. The little audience saw 
him clutch desperately at the levers regulat- 
ing the planes, but in the fraction of a sec- 
ond it was apparent that the machine was 
beyond control. 

After the first sharp drop of perhaps forty 
feet, Joyce succeeded in righting the ma- 
ehine and starting to volplane to the ground. 
This is a maneuver familiar to all aviators, 
and Joyce had given many lessons in its 
accomplishment. But the angle was too 
sharp and the biplane refused to respond. 

Swooping like a gigantic hawk, the ma- 
chine dashed upon the five telephone wires 
and cut them as if they had been so many 
pieces of string. It then fell at a changed 
angle upon the trolley wire, through which 
no current was running. Just before the bi- 
plane hit this wire Joyce jumped. 

His body fell upon the trolley wire, snap- 
ping it in two, and this broke the force of 
his fall and twisted his body so that he 
alighted squarely on his feet. 


Biplane Smashes Backstop. 

The machine was not checked by the trol- 
ley wire, but continued about a hundred 
feet, until it crashed into the backstop. This 
was supported on heavy posts, 6 by 6 Inches 
in size, but the terrific force of the biplane’s 
impact splintered these timbers almost into 
toothpicks. It was thig last collision that 
wrecked the biplane and its engine. Ex- 
perts at the school say it will be practically 
impossible to repair either the planes or the 
motor. 

The dozen or so persons who had watched 
the flight ran to Joyce’s assistance when he 
struck the ground. They expected to find 
him either dead or about to die. 

The injured aviator was placed in an auto- 
mobile and rushed to the office of Dr. Ber- 
trand Sladek, West Thirtieth street and Fir- 
tieth avenue. The physician examined him 
minutely for possible internal injuries and 
pronounced him dt as a fiddle” except for 
the scratched face and the injured leg and 
ankle.

WRANGLE STILL GOING ON AT 1 ALM.

Springfield, II., June 28, 1:15 a. m.—([Spe- 
cial.]—The house at 1 o’clock this morning is 
in the second riotous hour of one of the most 
*@isgraceful fights ever staged in Springfield. 

Waiting the last word of Speaker Adkins, 
the pro-waterway men are ready to over- 
throw the house organization, put a new 
speaker in the chair, and proceed to con- 
sider the waterway bill. 

Led by Chiperfield, the antis carried on 
@ fight until midnight and at the stroke 
of 12 attempted to adjourm because the leg- 
islative day of June 28 had expired and so 
kill the bill, 

Tmprecations, threats, near fistic encoun- 
ters, and a tumult in which there has been 
no reason, have been on tap ever since 11:30 
o'clock, and roll calls every ten minutes 
have been ordered on motions to adjourn. 

The speaker at 1 a. m. had not made the 


ruling which is expected to start the de 
fayed revolt. 


Protest Made by Chiperfield. 

The house met at 11:30 o’clock last night. 
A squad of anti-waterway men who had 
been in caucus behind closed doors on the 
first floor of the capitol marched in and 
every member practically was in his seat. 

The roll was called and the presence of a 
quorum announced by Speaker Adkins. 

Secretary Paddock of the senate was an- 
nounved with the senate bill. 

Representative Chiperfield was recognized 


representatives against the reception of the 
bill on the ground that it was the same bill 
that was defeated in the house last week 
and a violation of the joint rules of the 
general assembly. 

This started an uproar in the house which 
was almost unprecedented. Fifty men 
clamored for a chance to speak.

Kleeman, Erickson, Alschuler, Moore, and 
Donahue joined in the protest. 

At 12:25 the roll call began on the Holaday 
motion to adjourn as of midnight. 


House Refuses to Adjourn. 

The roll call was 19 for adjournment and 68 
against, the Browne Democrats refusing to 
vote. 

Clerk McCann proceeded with the reading 
of the protest in the faee of a wave of yells, 
points of order, and howls for rulings from 
the speaker as to what might be the real 
business day. 

The protest was finished at 12:48 and en- 
tered in the record over the protest of Mr.

EXPERTS ATTACK 
COUNTY ACCOUNTS 


Audit Company of Illinois in 
Its Report Calls the Office 
Records Unreliable and 
Inadequate. 


SOME IN CHAOTIC SHAPE. 


“Supply Register Said to Be 
Dumping Ground for All 
Sorts of Expense“; for 
Standardized Budget. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT 

{Late Deputy Commissioner of Public Works.) 

The county accounting system ig remarka- 
ble for the lack of information it discloses, 
County officials are learning its deficien- 
cles rapidly and some of them are planning 
improvements. 

Deputy Controller Frank & Ryan, who 
has had considerable experience in the city 
controller's and city treasurer’s offices, 
bluntly calls certain features of it obsolete, 
inefficient, or of little practical value. 

His views receive a strong indorsement 
in reports of the Audit Company of Illinois. 
which probably will be considered by the 
finance committee of the county board at its 
mext meeting. This concern was employed 
to audit the accounts of various officials who 
retired last autumn. Among these were 
county treasurer, clerk, sheriff, clerk of the 
Probate court, clerk of the Criminal court, 
controller, and superintendent of public serv- 
ice. 


Audit Scores Account System. 

The reports deal with the systems of the 
last four years, but the reforms recently 
made in most offices are numbered so that 
the systems generally are not much im- 
proved, with possibly one or two exceptions. 

The audit company calls some office records 
„ inadequate ” and others “ unreliable,” and 
shows the discrepancies between records of 
the same transactions in different offices. 
Clarence W. Knisely of the audit company 
refers to the supply accounts as a dumping 
ground of all manner of expense covering 
such items as salaries and wages, telegrams, 
postage, detective service, building and ma- 
chinery repairs, transportation, legal and 
even burial expenses.” 

The records showing the final disposition 
of Criminal court fines and costs are said 
by Mr. Knisely to be “in an almost chaotic 
condition,” 

In another part it is asserted that under 
the present system it is impracticable to get 
an accurate financial statement showing the 
true status of all accounts at the close 
of any period. Information regarding the 
physical assets of the county cannot be found 
in any one place. 


Want Check on Fees. 

“The Audit Company of Illinois wants the 
accounting centralized and a check kept on 
all the offices by the controller,’’ said Dep- 
uty Controller Ryan. “That would take 
more men, but there should be a better sys- 
tem than is now in use. 

There should be a perfect check on fees. 
Those accountants found som errors in most 
of the fee offices. This office certified as cor- 
rect a number of statements which were not. 

“J have had time and the authority to 
change some things and the changes have 
been made. There is much yet to be done. 
I am in sympathy with the suggestions of the 
audit company and so is the chairman of the 
county board finance committee. At the next 
committee meeting we probably will discuss 
some features of the report. 

“This office has improved materially the 
form of the pay rolls and has expedited the 
paying. It formerly took two and three days 
to pay off the recorder’s office. We now doit 
in less than a day. We have expedited the 
handling of bills. A bil: now gets through 
and is ready for payment in ten days which 
often required two months a short time 
dack.“ 


Pay Rolls Not Signed. 

Regarding the pay rolls investigated, the 
lllinois Audit company says they were 
found to agree with the time books, and 
then adds: We would, however, draw your 
attention to the fact that in many Instances 
the pay rolls are not signed by either the 
employés in person or by the head of their 
departments, who are in many cases author- 
ized to draw the warrants.” 

It seems that the audit company was un 
able to find heads or tails to certain accounts 
in the office of the clerk of the Criminal 
court. The auditors call attention to the im- 
portance of keeping accurate check on the 
Criminal court fines and costs. their collec- 
tion and especially noncollection, and then 
add this stinging criticism: 

The system of recording these cases in 
this office is of no practical value in show- 
ing the final disposition of the cases. A 
report to the Circult court judges is made 
up by the Criminal court clerk, showing the 
cases disposed of during each fiscal term. 
These reports, however, were found to con- 
tain so many errors that they were entirely 
unreliable, and, consequently, it was nec. 
essary for us in compiling exhibits ‘Fr’ 
and F to take each case individually from 
the dockets and trace it from there either to 
the cash book or to the records of the house 
of correction and county jail before we were 
able to arrive at an approximate final dis- 
position of the case.

Many of the cases on our lists were 
shown properly disposed of in the records of 
that office, the balance of unsatisfied cases 
being recorded on exhibit ‘ E, schedule E.-8.’ 


Find Records in Chaotic Shape. 

“From our examination of the records of 
the offices of the Criminal court, state's at- 
torney, county jail, and house of correction 
relative to the system of recording and show- 
ing the final disposition of Criminal court 
fines and costs imposed, we find them in an 
almost chaotic condition, which in our opin- 
ion is most important and should be remedied 
with as little delay as possible.“ 

Witheut more accurate accounting at the 
Criminal court clerk's office, the accountants 
assert, there is no accurate method of check- 
ing the bills of the city for board of prisoners 
at the bridewell. The sheriff's office ts giver 
a lighter rap. There carelessness in record 
keeping was disclosed. Part of the criticigsp 
of the sheriff's office reads:

Wholesale Changes in Illinois 
Due to Become Effective 
First of July. 


XTEND CIVIL SERVICE. 


Sanitary Code Also Benefited by 
Legislation Which Was Re- 
cently Passed. | 


Nearly a score of new state laws of great 
importance to Chicago and its people will go 
into effect the day after tomorrow, July 1. 
“Included among them are measures bene- 
fiting the municipality by increasing its pow- 
ers, measures protecting the public bealth 
and safety, and measures of advantage to 
classes of trades and occupations—a range 
declared to be the largest ever covered by 
beneficial legislation passed in a single ses- 
sion of an Illinois general assembly. 

In addition to these. general enactments 
there are scores of minor acts of the legisla- 
ture that are made law by the arrival of 
July 1, so that the opening of next week will 
see changes of all sorts installed in every 
walk of life—from profession to trade and 
to unskilled labor. 

Im some cases the effectiveness of the laws 
will not be manifest until they have been tried 
out by time. 


Civil Service Laws Affect Many. 

The civil service laws—four in number—af- 
fect thousands of men and women now hold- 
ing positions in the state, county, park board, 
and municipal court offices. There are 1,200 
employés of the state placed under the merit 
system by its extension to cover all state 
Jobs,“ in addition to those in the charita- 
ble Institutions formerly under its provisions. 
There are 2,000 county employés similarly 
affected. On the summer payrolls of the 
three park boards there are nearly 4,000 
positions, and in winter the number is about 
half that. In the Municipal court 258 deputy 
clerks and bailiffs now come under civil 
service. 

The railroad bill is one of the most im- 
portant pieces of legislation of its. kind 
passed since the creation of the commission 
during the granger agitations of the 708. 


New Powers to Commission: 
The new powers conferred upon the com- 
sion are: 

To fix through rates and routes and 
joint rates, with jurisdiction over express 
companies, steamboat lines, and sleeping 
car companies. 

Jurisdiction over subject of demurrage, 
of refund, and of owercharge in freight 
and passenger rates. 7 

To require interchange of cars between 
common cefriers. 

To determine rules and rates for storage. 

To compel physical connections between 
railroad companies. 

To establish switching rules and refix 
limits of switching districts. 

To tnquire into the general business 
management of common carriers in re- 
gard to distribution of cars, granting of 
sidings, location of stations and depots. 
and use and compensation for cars. 


Labor Highly Gratified. 

The workmen's compensation act is the 
greatest piece of industrial legislation ever 
passed in Illinois, according to the labor 
body. It is made optional with both employ- 
ers and employés in order to avoid the flaw 
that led to the invalidating of the New York 
statute. Employers electing not to come 


under it relinquish the defenses of assump- | 


tion of risk, fellow servant and contribu- 
tory negligence. 

The act applies to specified hazardous oo- 
cupations. The death compensation is four 
times the annual earnings of the employé. 
A graded compensation is provided for in- 
juries. Complete disability gives the em- 
ployé 50 per cent of his average wage for 
the first eight years of his disability; after- 


ward he gets a life compensation equal to 8 


per cent of the death benefit, but not less 
than $10 a month. Blinémess, loss of both 


hands or feet, or of one hand and one foot, 


injury to spine resulting in permanent pa- 
ralysis, fractures of skull resulting in in- 
sanity are defined as permanent disabilities, 
not exclusive of other causes. 


More Protection Provided. 
The occupational diseases act is for the 


protection of employes in callings which ex- 


pose them to diseases incidental to their oc- 
cupations. Employers after July 1 will be 
compelled to provide practical working 
clothes, respirators where they are needed 
to prevent the inhalation of dust, and hoods 
to be placed aver furnaces emitting poisonous 
gases. Separate dressing rooms, lavatories, 
and eating rooms are to be furnished so that 
dangerous conditions in the workrooms will 
not reach them. Lockers are to be installed 
for the storing of street clothes, so that the 
employés will mot carry poisons to their 
homes. Employés are to be given medica) ex- 
aminations at stated intervals. 

Of the general public health measures one 
is regarded of the greatest imp;ortance—the 
public drinking cup law. By this enactment 
the legislature prohibited the placing of cups 
for common or general use gt any’ public

Another measure anned toward the general 
welfare, but questioned by some health au- 
thorities is the Shurtleff law prohibiting cities 
and villages from requiring the tuberculin 
testing cows from which their milk supply 
comes. This act Gov. Deneen allowed to be- 
com a law without his signature. 


Women to Be Affected. | 

One of the most important of ‘all the new 
labor laws is the amended statute prevent- 
ing the employment of women for more than 
ten hours in any ‘twenty-four. The old law 
applied only to mechanical establishments, 
factories, and laundries. The new act covers 
all mercantile or mechanical establishments, 
factories, laundries, hotels, restaurants, 
telégraph or telephone offices, places of 
amusement, publit utility and common car- 
rier concerns, and all public institutions. 
Employers of women in all such places are 
required to keep time books and records to 
prove that they are observing the law. 

The presidents of Chicago's four elevated 
railroads met yesterday and decided to re- 
duce the working hours of their women em- 
ployés and to accompany the shortened hours 
with shortened pay. Working twelve hours 
a day the women ticket ‘sellers earn ‘$1.95 
per diem, but working ten hours this stipend 
will be reduced 32% cents. 

A “memorandum” issued to the women 
employés of the road says this reduction 
in wages seems only proportionate.“ It is 
also stated in the memorandum that women 
who in the past have been laid off through 
lack of work will find regular and steady 
employment under the ten hour system. The 
women employés of the Northwestern L. 
also will receive an advance of 5 cents a 
day. 


Can Regulate Automobiles. 

Under the new -automobile law the council 
can forbid the cutting out of mufflers and 
the production of other similar unnecesary 
noises, and can prohibit the production of un- 
necessary smoke and gases, two steps al- 
ready under consideration by the judiciary 
committee at the instance of Ald. Carlgf. 
Murray. Blinding headlights also will be 
forbidden If, an ordinance sought by Ald. 
John P. Stewart Is passed. 
The law also requires the examination of 
chauffeurs and increases the state license 
fee, thé increase to be divided among the 
several counties of the state for the improve- 
ment of roads outside of municipalities. The 


payment of the fee entitles the applicant to 


the new number plate, larger and bearing 
larger figures than the present type, and ofa 
different color and shape each year, so that 
evaéders of the tax will be caught. and identifi- 
cation of machines will be much more simple 
than heretofore. 

Evanston and Wilmette come in for some 
rejoicing of their own, as each is given a 
strip of made land on the lake shore for park 
purposes. Evanston gains thirteen~acres 
between Greenwood avenue and University 
place and Wilmette gains forty acres at the 
mouth of the north ‘channe! of the drainage 
canal.

GUILTY OF .CHEATING STATE. 


Former Treasurer of North Dakota Con-

HARMONY SEEMS ASSURED.

Mayor Harrison and the executive commit- 


tee of the Chicago plan commission infor- 


mally expressed themselves yesterday in 
favor of the “double highway idea for 
the connecting link between the north and 
south side boulevards.

of local improvements on July 12. No vote 
was taken, but none of those present ex- 
pressed a difference of opinion from those 
who advocated the double highway plan. 
Several different questions involved, such 
as the width of the boulevard, were discussed 
briefly, but no effort to reach an agree 
ment on these was made. The executive 


committee will debate them further at a 


ser‘es of meetings before the public hear- 
ing, the first probably to be called next week. 


„Practical,“ Says Harrison. 

*The double highway. said Mayor Harri- 
son after the meeting. is the @nly practical 
method of meeting this problem. A single 
wide roadway for both mercantile and boule- 
vard purposes would appear ridiculous to a 
man of practical mind. It would be utterly 
impossible to exclude heavy teaming from 
such an important thoroughfare in a dis- 
trict that already is developing rapidly intoa 
manufacturing center. 

The upper level would begin with a 
gradual slope at Randolph street and the two 
levels would be extended across the river 
with a double decked bridge, the upper level 
descending to the surface at Ohio street. The 
bower roadway then would left for the team- 
ing from such streets as Lake, South Water, 
and Kinzie streets, and the only difficulty to 
be encountered there would be that of light- 
ing. That, 1 believe, could be handled with 
a sufficient number of arc lights.” 


Halls Plan Satisfactory.

Man Taken in Detroit Said to 
Have Promised Federal Jobs. 


POSES AS A “LIEUTENANT.” 


Government Sleuths Collecting Evi- 
dence Against Others. 


Fake aviation schools have fallen under the 
ban of the United States government, and 
the disclosure that a country wide investiga- 
tion of flying institutions, many of which are 
furnishing ambitious aviators with “ detailed 
correspondence courses,“ is under way was 
made last evening, when E. Maynard Harri- 
son was taken into custody in Detroit Mich. 

Harrison was arrested by an agent of 
Charles F. De Woody, chief of the investiga- 
tion bureau of the department of justice in 


Chicago. He will be brought to Chicago to- 
day for arraignment. 


Poses as Army Expert. ) 
Harrison, the government agents declare, 
formerly was connected with the American 
School of Aviation of Chicago, but his air 
ship school game was played in many other 
cities and his methods have been much more 
pretentious than those used by the members 
of the “ faculties’ of other fake aviation 
schools. 
a lieutenant in the United States army, 
it is charged. and stated that he was con- 
nected with the aviation bureau of the war 
department. 

In the Harrison school prospectuser every 
new student had the premise held out to him 
that if he became sufficiently proficient in the 
art of fiying “ Lieut.” Harrison would get 
him a place on the government flying squad 
in the war department. According to the 
government officials the only claim Harrison 
has to any connection with the war depart- 
ment is that he once made an application to 
become an aviator in the employ of the de- 
partment. That application was denied. 


Inquiry to Be Pushed. 

Mr. De Woody said that Harrison probably 
would be formally charged with impersonat- 
ing an army officer for the purpose of de- 
frauding. The government agent dceelared 
that every fake aviation school, many of 
‘which are springing up in the middle west 
is to be put out of business before the cam 
paign recently started is ended.

Associations Prepare for Drama 
_ to Be Given in Jackson Park. 


MANY WILL PARTICIPATE. 


Production to Be Based-on Events Pre- 
ceding War of Revolution. 


Chicago’s Sane Fourth celebration will be 
brought to a close next Tuesday night, witha 
pageant in Jackson park representative ‘of 
the scenes which led up to the declaration of 
independence. It will be a dramatic presen- 
tation, played upon a large outdoor stage, 
with special lighting equipment and, as far 
as possible, faithful scenic detail. 

The pageant is to be given under the aus- 
pices of the Chicago Woman's club and the 
Sane Fourth association, assisted by the 
south park commission, the First regiment, 
1. N. G., the Players’ club, the Palette and 
Chisel club, and other organizations. 

Program Announced, 

The first scene will represent the activi- 
ties of Samuel Adams as an agitator for 
the idea of independence and will require 
about fifty people in costume and a dozen 
speaking parts.

Council Committee Delays Ac- 
tion on Britten’s Man- 
datory Ordinance.

Convention of Engineers Agrees 
Chicago Can Solve Own 
Problem. 


While representatives of the city council 
were haltingly debating an advance toward 
the electrification of railway terminals yes- 
terday, some of the most prominent electrica! 
engineers in the country were declaring that 
the plan not only is practical for Chicago, 
but that immediate step toward its fulfill- 
ment should be taken. 

The council committee on local transporta- 
tion stammeringly discussed the Britten or- 
dinance compelling the operation of loco- 
motives by smokeless power, and, wavering 
even at this mandatory reduction of the 
smoke nuisance, balked at any intimation 
that an effort to compel electrification might 
be under way. 

Simultaneously, experts who have been in- 
timately in touch with the electrification 
movement throughout the country were in 
gession at the convention of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers in the Hote? 
Sherman—across the street from the city 
hall. Their finding in reference to Chicago 
was that the city should delay no longer in 
compelling the roads to electrify. 


Block and Lucas Oppose It. 

The aldermen had before them an opinion 
from Corporation Counsel Sexton that the 
city has full power to enforce the Britten 
ordinance ff passed, but even with this ad- 
vice there was an effort made to shelve the 
measure. Ald. Eugene Block made a motion 
that the ordinance be placed on file, a motion 
that was seconded by Ald. Charles J. Lucas 
and withdrawn later when a postponement 
of action was brought about. 

The corporation counsel was asked to draft 
an ordinance upon the frame work submit- 
ted by Ald Britten and a subcommittee, 
composed of Ald. Lucas, Foell, and Richert, 
was appointed to look into the subject of 
smoke prevention devices. Ald. Lucas’ atti- 
tude against the pian was made known dur- 
ing the meeting, and the action of the sub- 
committee, it is. feared, may be influenced 
by his views. 

The committee heard charges that repre- 
sentatives of the trainmen protesting against 
the ordinance were sent there by the rail- 
reads. This charge was made by Ald. Mi- 
chael McInerny, who, although bitterly op- 
posed to electrification, appeared for the 
“smokeless” plan He made the charge 
against A. P. Kelley, an officer of the inter- 
national organization of firemen, who came 
from Pittsburg to Chicago six months ago 
when the present agitation was begun, and 
who since then has been actively leading 
the opposition of the firemen and engineers. 
His plea was that electricity would endanger 
life and that it would throw hundreds of 
steam railway men out of employment. 


Engineers Indorse Plan. 

It was not hard to learn the sentiment of 
the big electrical engineers of the country on 
the subject of electrification at the conven- 
tion at the Hotel Sherman. 

There was not a voice heard against the 
proposition, and all were agreed that there 
are systems of electrification which would 
be both possible, practicable, and economical. 
Charles P. Steinmetz of Schnectady, reputed 
tobe the leader of the American electrical en- 
gineers, says it is practicable and must come. 

Frank G. Sprague of New York, inventor 
of the trolley, of the multible motors system, 
and of many of the most important electrical 
traction devices in use at the present day, 
declares that Chicago will have an easy task 
in working out its problem of electrification. 

L. C. Fritch, chief engineer of the Chicago 
Great Western mailroad, also declares that 
the change is practicable. These three repre- 
sentative engineers, however, are not an 
agreed upon the best way to bring about the 
reform. Mr. Steinmetz declares that legisla- 
tion is necessary. Mr. Sprague says manda- 
tory legislation is unfair to the rallroads and 
is unnecessary. 

He outlined a plan which he considered 
the best for all interests concerned. It in- 


cludes a commission similar to the commis- 
sion appointed by the Chicago Association

Moreover, there was nothing in them which 
had any relation to the election of Senator 
Larimer. 

Mixed on Political Data. 

Mr. Tilden said he was a Democrat, and 
Genator Kern asked him who was the last 
Democratic candidate for the presidency for 
whom he had voted. He replied Alton B. 
Parker. He did not vote in 1900 or 1908. He 
said he knew nothing about a suggestion 
made by Senator Kern that the packers had 
complained at their prosecution by the gov- 
ernment because they believed they were 
entitled to immunity because of the large 
contribution they made to the Taft cam- 
peign fund. 8 

Mr. Niden's attorneys, Messrs. J. B. Payne 

and Ralph Crews, sat in the room behind the 
committee’s lawyers, but did not take part 
in the examination of their client. 
Mr. Tilden was excused this afternoon 
with the understanding that he might be 
recalled and that none of his papers should 
be destroyed.

Other Witnesses of Day. 

Preceding Mr. Tilden were four other wit- 
messes, all of whom denied any knowledge 
of the existence of corruption in connection 
with the election of William Lorimer to the 
United States senate. Rush Culver of Mar- 

‘quette, Mich., said Edward Hines had told 

him on one or two occasions that he was 
friendly to Mr. Lorimer, and he saw the 
Hines Lumber co s wagons decorated 
for a Lorimer parade in November, 1906. 

Hugh McLean, a lumberman of North 
Tonawanda, N. Y., who had known Hines for 
twelve years, told of a meeting of the lum- 
bermen of Buffalo and Tonawanda which 
was attended by Hines and which was fol- 
lowed by the dispatch of a lumber commit- 
tee to Washington to protest to Secretary of 
State Knox against the proposal to lower 
duties in the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment. He denied he had ever talked with 
Hines about Lorimer. 

John McLeod, another lumberman, of Buf- 
falo, who had known Hines for fourteen 
years, was a member of a committe of lum- 
bgrmen which was in Washington May 6 or 
7. 1909. He was introduced to Lorimer by 
Hines, and while at luncheon with Hines on 
that Gate the latter had said there was a 

possibility that Lorime? might be the next 
Itlinots senator. 

Wiliam F. McKnight, a lawyer and lum- 
berman of Grand Rapids, Mich., testified 
Hines had told him he was a friend of Mr. 
Lorimer and had “ helped him out in his 
elections“ But he had no knowledge of 
corruption.

Governor Will Do His Best to 
Help Lorimer Inquiry 


Solve ‘Mystery. 
ABOUT HINES’ WIRE TALK 


Testimony, It Is Believed, Will 
Show Senator Himself Was 
Involved. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., June 28.— [Special. Oo. 
Deneen will do his best to clear up, for the 
investigating committee of the United States 
senate, the complex matter 6f Edward Hines’ 
telephonic communications with Springfield 
on the day of Lorimer’s election. 

It is well established that Hines arrived 
in Chicago from Washington early that day 
and that he expected to go on to Springfield 


to further Lorimer’s interests. He so testi- 


fied himself at the first meeting of the Helm 
committee. 

He also testified at that time that the first 
thing he did on reaching Chicago was to go 
to the office of President George W. Reyn- 
olds of the Continental and Commercial 
National bank and telephone to Lorimer, 
telling him how anxious President Taft and 
Senator Aldrich were to have him elected. 
He said he told Lorimer he was coming to 
Springfield at once to impress this fact on 
all good Republicans. 


Advised to Call Gov. Deneen. 

Hines testified Lorimer told him it would 
be quicker and just as efficient if he would 
call. Gov. Deneen at once on the telephone 
and give him the message. He said he at 
once called the governor from Mr. Reynolds’ 
office and gave him the message from 
Aldrich.” 

The governor admitted receiving this tele- 
phone communication from Hines. This con- 
versation, however, took place when Hines 
was in the Continental and Commercial 
bank building, and therefore cannot be con- 
fused with the telephone conversation which 
Wirt H. Cook testified he heard from his 
room in the Grand Pacific hotel. 

Hines, however, told the Helm committee 
of a third conversation with Springfield that 
day. He said that after talking to Gov. 
Deneen he called Lorimer again and told - 
him of his conversation with the governor. 


Lorimer Theory Strengthened. 

The witness did not tell the Helm commit- 
tee where he was when he held this conver- 
sation, and the theory that this was the 
talk Cook overheard is not, therefore, ex- 
cluded from consideration. 
When, therefore, Gov. Deneen goes on the 
stand and swears he was not at the other 
end of the line when Hines had his “ finan- 
cial conversation from the Grand Pacific 
hotel it practically will clinch the identity of 
the mysterious person on the telephone as 
Senator Lorimer himself.

The Penn- 
‘Bylvania refinery was acquired by the Ameri- 
a company and promptly closed. 
Mr. Earle, who declared he made repeated 
efforts to induce the federal authorities to 
e up the case, also asserted that much of 
correspondence with Mr. Roosevelt in 
relation to the case was not communicated to 
te senate when a resolution was passed 
calling for all papers. 
Mr. Earle submitted to the committee two 
ters he said he wrote to Mr. Roosevelt 
bsequent to the one bearing date of Sept. 
, 1906, submitted to the senate. 


| Wrote Other Letters to Roosevelt. 
That letter was not all I wrote to Mr. 
velt, said Mr. Earle in response to a 
query by Chairman Hardwick. “I wrote 
several that never saw the light of day. and I 
dave been able to find two of them. On Oct. 
1 1906, nothing having been done by the gov- 
— in this case, I wrote another letter to 
Mr. Roosevelt.“ : 
Here the witness began reading a copy of 
that letter in which he said, being an alumnus 
Harvard as was Mr. relt, that “I 
»hegan to labor under the horrible suspicioh 
this might prove the first occasion upon 
Which 7 asked assistance of 80 and did 
not get it.“ 

The remainder of the letter follows: 

“ Seriously, the matter of the wrecking of 
the Real Estate Trust company by the sugar 
trust, if justice should be done, needs the 
promptest attention from the attorney gen- 
eral.

BORAH ALSO USES CLUB. 


Bristow Stirred to Criticism of Taft’s 
Policy. | 


‘Washington. D. C., June 28.—This was a 
day of bitter arraignment of the Canadian 
reciprocity bill in the senate. : 

Beginning with Senator Cummins’ attack 
on the measure as legislation unjust to the 


agricultural interests of the country, and 


concluding with Senator Borah's dénuncia- 
tion of the bill as Republican betrayal of the 
farming interests, the debate was all an- 
tagonistic to the agreement and critical 
of the president and his methods. 

The senate gave little attention to the 
speeches, although they were among the 
most important that will be made against 
the bill. | 

Several times a call of the senate was de- 
manded. Senator Nelson of Minnesota final- 
ly proposed that, as so little attention was 
given to the subject. the senate take a recess 
until November or December. 


Cummins Speaks for Farmers. 

Senator Cummins, who will continue his 
speech tomorrow, attacked not only the con- 
struction of the reciprocity agreement itself, 
which, he said, put the whole burden of 
free trade upon the farmer, without giving 
him any benefits in the guise of reduction of 
duty on manufactured products, but he critt- 
cised also the power exercised by the presi- 
dent to negotiate it, and to bring it to the 
point of a definite agreement between the 
two countries. 

Senator Borah's criticism was based on 
the record of the Republican party, as the ad- 
vocate of protection for the farmer. He 
quoted at length from Republican platforms, 
campaign documents, campaign arguments, 
and definitions of policy, to show that the 
abolishment of the protection on farm prod- 
ucts was a reversal of all Republican policy. 


Borah Stirs Up Bristow. 

Mr. Borah said both political partiés were 
now striving for the vote of the cities and 
the support of the press.

Neither the president nor the secretary of 
state, according to the report, has the right 
to pay for portraits of former secretaries of 
state Yrom the emergency fund, from which 
came the money to pay for the portrait in 
question. 

The testimony having shown that the 
£1,600 unaccounted for was in the hands of 
Morrison as disbursing clerk and of Michael 
as chief clerk, the committee holds that the 
money was misappropriated either by 
Michael and Morrison.jointly or by Michael 
alone, 


“Beyond Human Belief.” 

The mysterious finding of the voucher for 
$2,450, which wae reported lost when the 
cummittee began its investigation, but later 
was discovered by a messenger on the floor 
in the disbursing clerk’s office, is criticised 
by the committee in its report as “ beyond 
human belief.”

Civil service reform is an issue which 
business men ought to insist upon. It is 
not a political issue, like the initiative 
or the recall, as to which there may be 
much doubt and debate. It is a matter 
of common sense, of economy, and prac- 
tical efficiency. It is a matter of getting 
as nearly as possible a dollar’s worth of 
service for every dollar we pay in taxes. 

For more than a quarter century civil 
service reform has been a public issue. 
No taxpayer is excusable for not know- 
ing what it means. In the federal adm‘n- 
istration it has spread steadily. But in 
Chicago and Cook county there is needed 
an awakening of public opinion to compel 
the application of the merit laws in good 
faith, At present they are no bar to 
the spoilsman. They are rather a bul- 
wark to protect him. 


FORWARD WITH THE SUBWAY. 
It is reported that when the council com- 


mittee on local transportation presents its 
recommendations for a subway plan a bit- 


of a year will be the result. 

It is well for the people of Chicago, who 
have suffered from the intolerable condi- 
tions a subway alone can relieve, to realize 
that further delay can be prevented only 
by a prompt and vigorous manifestation of 
public opinion. 

There is no excuse for delay. 

Funds are available to begin work. The 
city is assured of more funds to complete 
any conservative project. 

It is a year since the Supreme court de- 
clared these funds to-be available. 

It is three-quarters of a year since Bion 
J. Arnold, the city’s subway expert, the fore- 
most engineer in this line in the United 
States, made his report. Other plans or 
projects by engineers have been submitted. 
The underground utilities situation and high 
pressure question have been thoro can- 
vassed. 

Therefore, it is fair to say that if the city 
authorities are not in a position to act now 
they never will be. What really is neee 
is the impulse to move forward. That must 
come from the city authorities or it must be 
provided for them by force of public opinion. 

As to the first source of action, it is in- 

timated that Mayor Harrison approves 
further delay. Tun Tarsunp is reluctant 
to believe this. Mayor Harrison knows, 
looking at it from a selfish point of view, 
that it would be much to the credit of his 
administration if this great publie project 
were promptly and vigorously undertaken. 
He is sufficiently a master of municipal con- 
ditions to understand how injurious to the 
growth and prosperity of the city this evil 
of congestion is, how burdensome it is to the 
millions who use our downtown streets, how 
discreditable to Ohicago’s reputation as a 
city of energy and enterprise. The subway 
project challenges Mayor Harrison more 
conspicuously, perhaps, than any other city 
problem to make good his claims as a prac 
tical administrator. i 

But the situation should not be left to the 
mayor alone. What is needed at this stage 
more than anything else is a rapid concen- 
tration of public opinion. There is no ques- 
tion that the people of Chicago demand a 
subway. It is time to make this demand 
heard. Already a definite opposition has 
been organized by misguided business men 
and property owners, who have developed 
the theory that a downtown subway will 
injure the outlying districts, when, as a mat- 


build them up. But, foolish and shortsighted 
as it is, this opposition is at least organize, 
and an opposition definitely formulated is 
stronger than an opinion which is rea] but 
still only in the air. 

In short, if we are not to let the subway 
project drag along as the traction adjust- 


ticians only, the people of the city must 
wake up and speak up. Aldermen should 
hear from their constituents in forcible 
terme.

COURTS CANNOT FIX RATES. 

Occasionally one sees a statement to the 
effect that if the council passes a gas ordi- 
nance and the company takes the matter 
into court, the court will determine the just 
rate. It is to be hoped that no alderman 
labors under that impression and imagines 
that all he has to do is to “ pass it up to the 
courts.” 

Judges decide whether a given rate is 
reasonable or unreasonable, and they 
stop there. If the interstate com- 
merce commission prescribes a rate and 
the courts think it too low, they say 
that and no more. If the council were to 
pass an ordinance making the gas rate 70 
cents, and the company were to fight it, and 
the evidence were strong enough to con- 
vince any reasonable man that 71 cents 
would de a fair rate, the courts would not 
say that should be the rate, but simply de- 
clare the ordinance invalid. 

If anything of that kind were to happen 
the gas consumers, after having carefully 
saved their bills for a year or more in the 
expectation of a substantial refund, would 
have a bitter disappointment. They would 
not get a cent back. And yet the evidence 
might show that they ought to have been 
getting gas while the litigation was going 
on for much less than they had to pay. 

This is what makes it so important from 
the consumer’s point of view that the coun- 
eil should exereise extreme caution in pre- 
scribing a rate. It should be as certain as 
possible of its facts and its law. 


THE DOCTORS SHOULD HELP. 
The suggestion that the medica} profes 
sion should open the eyes of the public to 
the evils of quackery through the creation of 
bureaus of information and in other ways 
is a good one. The only wonder is that se}f- 


health has not shown the need of it long be- 
fore this. The quacks have flooded the 
eountry with literature. The almanacs of 


the patent medicine men, with their deserip- 


ter of experience, it is known that it will | 


interest as well as concern for the public. 
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everywhere. ‘Phe only detailed exposures 
of the falsity of the claims made for these 
curealls are to be found in medical journals, 
which laymen seldom see. 

One great point will be gained when the 
bold claims of a sure cure shall have been 
wiped off the labels of patent medicine bot- 
tles and the labels contain no moré than a 
bald statement of the ingredieuts. That 
can be done through legislation, which con- 
gress should enact at this session. Many 
interests which fave not the public welfare 
at heart have representatives in the senate 
and house. There is no known representa- 
tive there of the manufacturers of nostrums, 
What, then, hinders prompt action on Presi- 
dent Taft’s urgent recommendation? 

The purging of the labels would not put 
an end to the game of false pretenses and 
the appeals to popular credulity and ig- 
norance, Almanacs would vaunt the virtues 
of valueless preparations. Handbills urg- 
ing the purchase of this or that “ certaia 
remedy ” for incurable diseases would be 
widely distributed. The members of the 
medical profession should do more than 
they have done to educate the public and 
weaken the effect of that deceitful litera- 
ture. They might take up one quack prepa- 
ration after another, tell what each is made 
up of, and explain why it could not do good 
and might do harm. 


TOO NEAT FOR COMMENT. 
Two men were seized with an irrepres- 


sible desire to write THe Tripune and 
complain of the manner in which large 
public issues are being handled. Nei- 
ther wished to gain any personal glory 
out of the matter. That is evident. The 
communications are unsigned, but, inas- 
much as this paper is the victim of the 
criticiam, that point is unimportant. We 
accept the letters as genuine and sincere. 

One correspondent wants to know 
“why in hades” we can’t really roll up 
our sleeves, get a firm grasp on a sub- 
stantial pen and use some plain English 
in deseribing the men who are destroying 
American forms of government. He wants 
his personal and hot. He mentions the 
names of men whom he wishes us to call 
thieves, jackasses, doddering imbeciles, 
robbers, pirates, ship scuttlers, second 
story workers, Benedict Arnolds, etc. 

“Let her go,” he urges “and don't be 
so mealy mouthed and considefate.” „ 

The other correspondent is in greater 
agony, but with different aches. Our 
“contemptible attacks on men and com- 
binations of men give him pain. He its 
even grieved by the protest raised against 
murder by labor gun men.

Stral castle of Tetschen, which, perched 
on @ crag of rock constituting one of the Elbe 
gates of Bohemia, played a great robe in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth century wars. 
Its gardens are famous all over Europe for 
their roses, of which there are some 8,000 
varieties. The family chapel stands on a 
still higher hill than the castle, and is visible 
for miles around. But the burial place of the 
Thune is the Loretto church, on the mar- 
ket place at Tetschen, where for many 
hundreds of years ell members of the grand 
old house of Thun has been laid to reat. 

The new prince ie a very tall, bulldog faced, 
determined leoking man, clean shaven save 
for short cropped side whiskers, once sandy,

Capt. Vierville Champion de Crespigny 18 
the third surviving son of Sir Claude Cham- 
pion de Crespigny, and inasmuch as his two 
elder brothers, Raul, captain of the Grenadier 
Guards, and Philip, a lieutenant of the royal 
navy, are both unmarried, Vierville, who is 
a captain of the Wiltshire regiment of in- 
fantry in the regular army, and who has 
seen a considerable amount of active service 
in the Boer war and in the various military 
operations in eastern Africa, has a very fair 
chance of succeeding to the baronetcy of 
his widely known father. 

If I mention this it is because Capt. Vier- 
ville de Crespigny is about to be marrie4 
to Miss Nora MacSloy, the eldest daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. James Augustus MacSloy 
of St. Catharines, Canada. 4 

Just at present the captain fs not very 
bountifully endowed with thie world’s goods. 
But should he suoceed to the baronetcy and 
to the property connected therewith he will 
be a very rich man, through the falling tn of 
an immense number of leases in the northern 
part of London. 

The baronetcy is of relatively modern 
origin, dating only from the reign of George 
IV. The family, however, is one of the oldest 
of Normandy, and has been settled in Eng- 
land since the seventeenth century, when 
it emigrated to Great Britain in connection 
with the revocation of the edict of Nantes. 

The captain’s father, Sir Claude, is one 
of the most picturesque characters in Eng- 
lish life; hae been in turn a sailor, a fellow 
midshipman of Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, an officer of the English rifle brigade, 
@ cavalryman in the German army during the 
Franco-Prussian war, a war correspondent. 
a champion swimmer, a champion balloonist, 
and a champion steeplechase rider, as well 
as for many years champion amateur boxer of 
England. He holds several medals for sav- 
ing life from drowning, was bitterly disap- 
pointed when Blondin refused tocarry him on 
his back across the falls of Niagara ona tight- 
rope, and has figured as an amateur picador 
in a Spanish bull fight.

It was while in command of the Suffolk 
Hussars, one of the crack regiments of 
yeomanry, or militia cavalry of the army, 
that Sir Claude was taken to task by the old 
Duke of Cambridige, then commander in 
chief, for some mistake made during the 
course of military maneuvers. The royal 
duke, whose language was always pictur- 
esque,, apostrophized Sir Claude as “a 
damned fool,“ and then afterwards, with his 
characteristic generosity and kindhearted- 
ness, withdrew the words. 

0.“ replied Sir Claude, “I do not mind, 
sir, you calling me a damned fool, only I 
do not like to be called a damned fool before 


all those other damned fools,’’ pointing at 


the duke’s extremely decorative and impos- 
ing staff. 

The duke was extremely tickled, and al- 
ways fond of telling the story with much 
gusto. 

Sir Claude is able to boast of having 
saved the life of the late king on one occa- 
sion. It happened off Portland, where Ed- 
ward VII., then heir apparent, was visiting 
the channel squadron and wae watching the 
working of a new gun on board the man of 
war Sultan. He had just turned to ask 
some question of the commander, Capt. 
Vansittart, when suddenly a windlass start- 
ed and the handle, flying round with fright- 
ful velocity, would have struck the prince's 
head, killing him on the spot, had not Sir 
Claude, quick as a flash, dragged his future 
sovereign back with little ceremony and 90 
much vigor that he brought him down 
sprawling on the deck. As it was, the handle 
missed the prince's head by barely an inch.

Sir Claude was at one time high sheriff of 
the county of Essex. High sheriffs are theo- 
retically résponsible for convicted murderers 
under sentence of death, and legally account- 
able for their execution. Sir Claude took his 
duties so seriously to heart that on one occa- 
sion, when an execution occurred at Colches- 
ter, the county town of Essex, he insisted 


upon being on the scaffold, in order to see 


that there was no hitch tn the proceedings. 
there had been, Sir Claude would have pe 
sidered it to be his bounden duty to lend a 
hand, and had prepared himself for this by 
acting as assistant to Berry, the officia) exe. 
cutioner, on the occasion of the hanging ef 
the three Netherby Hall murderers. While 
Berry pinloned Rudge and Martin, Sir Claude 
did the same for James Baker, and adjusted 
the noose around hie neck. On this becoming 
known, ant attempt was made to expe) Sir 
Claude from some of his London clubs, but 
eventually the matter was dropped, Sir 
Claude does not make any secret about the 
affair, and discusses it at length, in his most 
interesting memoirs, to which a preface was 
written by the late Duke of Beaufort.

Crespigny, was over here a year ago as one 
of Capt. Miller's English polo team, which 
played a number of matches at Lakewood 
and Meadowbreok. He committed suicide

ee Gee are spent every year in fighting the last named disease. Public and 
contagi sanitariums for its prevention, treatment or cure exist in many places. The 
ous character of the disease is now well known and patients are properly 


isolated, but it is a fact that many thousands of victims having tuberculosis in a 


more or less advanced stage still live with their families and do business with their 
associates as they did before the disease attacked them. 
With many such the spitting habit is common and continual, With criminal 


carelessness they pursue this habit, and local ordinances seem powerless to pre- 
—.— the dangerous practice. Between such diseased persons and ‘the otherwise 
singe world, the fly is an able and persistent spreader of tuberculosis germs, Feed- 
: & as it does on liquid and semi-liquid, dejected matter, in which the germs lurk, ' 
t moves off carrying the dangerous bacteria to the persons and homes of others. 
Whatever it touches it contaminates. It goes naturally to any food exposed to 


its flight in unscreened and unprotected houses, and should it alight but a few sec- 
onds upon what is to be eaten it may leave there germs enough to kill the whole 


family. 


Every careful householder will see that his home is properly screened. In spite 
of this precaution fies will invade houses. Should they do so no mercy must be 


shown them. They should be killed whenever found. There is no telling from 


whence they have come, dut one thing is certain: they have come from no clean 
Place. There is not one chance in a million that they have not come from a manure 


pile, a garbage can or a sick room. 


And their heads and feet are the most perfect collections of filth and germs 
ever devised. The former are provided with a profusion of hairs and bristles, while 
each of the six feet present even a better degree of collecting power, 

Eradicate filth of all kinds and there will be an end to the fly as a pest and 
@ carrier of disease. If we have not stringent laws covering the disposal of stable 
manure and garbage, every one with the slightest interest in his own or his neigh- 
dor's welfare should see that his premises are free from accumulations of these 
breeding places for flies. A little vigilance will prevent the pests from incubating.

'POATO BUG GAINS DIGNITY 


University Professor Uses It for 


Important Tests. 


CREATES NEW 


— — 


SPECIES. 


Illustrates Lecture on Heredity with 
5 His Pictures, 


The potato bug, once the lowly object of 
the gardener’s ire, to say nothing of his 
deadly paris green, has achieved dignity. It 
now shares with the guinea pig the attention 
of scientific observers, submitting ftself to 
experiment with the docility of the larger 
animal. New breeds of potato bugs have 
been developed with all the care that attends 
the preservation of biueblooded strains in 


prize cattle or thoroughbred horses. — 


Assistant Prof. Walter L. Tower of the 
University of Chicago, authority on heredity, 
is the leading experimenter with strains of 
the potato bug, or as he would say, Lepti- 
notarsa. 

Yesterday Prof. Tower mustrated a lec- 
ture on Variation and Heredity’ at the 
university with lantern slides, showing some 
of the new color schemes, ag well as physio- 
lagical changes, which he has embodied in 
families of potato bugs through successive 
generations by hybridization or by modi 
fying the external conditions of potato bug 
life, Potato bugs, unlike any ‘Pat ever in 
fested a garden before Prof. Tower began his 
experiments, were shown on a screen. 

“Crossing brings new attributes which 
did not exist in either parent and which are 
wholly unknown in a state of nature, Prof. 
Tower declared. Even change in environ- 
ment produces qualities which are inherit- 
able.“

New York and Michigan packers have 
withdrawn their offers on canned apples 
from the market, and are refusing to book 
further orders for future delivery, causing a 
great deal of uneasiness among jobbers who 
have failed to anticipate their wants. The 
unfavorable outlook for the crop east of 
this point, and prospects that the pack of 
apples will be greatly curtailed this year are 
responsible for the stand taken by the east- 
ern canners. 

Small lots of spot apples still remaining on the 
market are in small compass, with sellers asking 


for much higher prices than prevailed before the 
attitude of packers became known. Prospects are 


| 


for an unusually large output of canned blackber- 

ries, raspberries, cherries, and blueberries this 

year but the pack of strawberries is known to be 

far short of normal, with no possibility of the deficit 
made up this year. 

Outside of the canned goods situation the whole- 
gale grocery trade offers few new developments of 
interest, although a little more activity has been 
noted in the flour and cereal departments since the 
opening of the week. The unfavorable outlook for 
the oats crop and the danger of damage to growing 
corn through continued drought have had a tend- 
ency to strengthen price of rolled oats and corn 
products, and the market is showing a much firmer 
tone, without showing material gains in prices. 
Demand for flour is quiet, but limited holdings serve 
to keep the market on a firm basis. 


BLACKBERRY CROP LARGE; BIG 
SHARE GOES TO DISTILLERS. 


Points Heavy Brandy Output—New Po- 
tatoes Decline Further—Live Poultry 
Up- Butter and Eggs Firm. 


Enough blackberry brandy will be distilled 
to discourage the most optimistic prohibition- 
ist this season if present conditions in the 
produce market at Chicago continue much 
longer. Commission men yesterday said 


‘that receipts of these berries so far this year 


have doubled those of a year ago and that 
although there had been a cut of fully 50per | 
cent in prices, daily arrivals from Illinois, 
Indiana, and Tennessee continue exception- 
ally large. A liberal share of these re- 
ceipts are taken by canners and retailers, but 
this putlet is not broad enough to keep the 
market cleared, and enough of the berries 
find their way to the distilleries to insure a 
brandy supply large enough to meet all re- 
quirements, medicinal and otherwise, for the 
next twelve months.

In a great ma- 
jority of these differences the actual fee ac- 
counted for was found to be in excess of the 
fee as shown by the dockets, and In all other 
cases the item was traced down and the fee 
entered in the cash book and found to be cor- 


rect. 
„The entries in the dockets are made from 


the original writs,,and the cifferences are 
principally attributable to the work of a for- 
mer docket clerk. 

“Any criticism of the accounting system 
in the above respects, will in our opinion, be 
entirely avoided by a little more care in this 
department. We might also suggest that a 
more detailed record of the sources of com- 
missions accruing to the county from the 
sheriff's collections be adopted.“ 


Other Defects Pointed Out. 

In commenting on differences in records 
for substantially the same transactions the 
report gays: 

“The county institutions at the present 
time transmit to the superintendent of pub- 
lice service a monthly report, showing the 
cost of various supplies and commodities 
received on approved invoices during the 
month. These reports, howéver, are not 
uniform, and being a record of approved in- 
voices only, do not represent the expendil- 
tures for the month and do not support the 
statement of the total expenditures as shown 
by the controller’s records.” 

At another place is pointed out this de- 
fect: 

„ We would further draw your attention 
to the fact that unapproved bills in the hands 
of the superintendent of public service or 
other county officials are not all shown in 
the records of the controMer’s office; nor 
are they included in the monthly and an- 
nual statements of expenditures submitted 
by the controller, which consequently causes 
a very considerable overlapping of the ex- 
penses ‘incurred during a current to a subse- 
quent period. 

„Under the system at present in vogue, 
the supervision of the accounts of the va- 
rious offices and institutions is jointly in the 
hands of the controller, superintendent of 
public service, and county auditor, either 
of whom may act independently of the con- 
troller, with a consequent lack of supreme 
control. 


Standardized Budget Urged. 
“We cannot too strongly urge that such 
a system of accounting be adopted as will 
bring the accounts in the.various county 
offices directly under the supervision of the 
county controller, together with an accurate 
system of records as between that office 
and that of the superintendent of public 
service in regard to unapproved liabilities 
incurred, whereby an accurate financial 
statement showing the true status of all 
accounts can be obtained from the control- 
ler’s records at the close of any | period, 
which under the present system is imprac- 
ticable.”’ 

The auditors urge a standardized budget 
and a segregated system of accounting of 
expenses. The efficlency commission is- 
sued a report several months ago urging a 
segregated budget, constructed on the lines 
of the city appropriation bill. The county 
board paid little attention to that sugges- 
tion. 

The forms submitted by the Audit Company 
of Illinois for budget building are similar 
in character to those of the efficiency com- 
mission. 


BANK CASHIER DISAPPEARS;

The price war, which, according to some 
dealers, is indirectly traceable to a differ- 
ence between West Virginia operators, is 
being fought in Chicago between th City 
Fuel company, representing one faction of 
the dealers, and a number of allied inde- 
pendents representing ariother. 


Small Dealers Start Fight. 

The first indication of the price slashing 
came when some of the smaller dealers se- 
cured contracts for the supplies for flat 
buildings and office buildings at whatever 
figure was said to be necessary to get the 
business. 

They were first called to account by the 
larger dealers and a uniform price. was 
agreed upon. This is said to have lasted 
until recently, when the Pocahontas Fuel 
company of New York filled a large order for 
the Panama railroad at a price of $1 a ton 
at the mine. The local. dealers, taking this 
as a standard, began filling orders in Chi- 
cago at the same price, which, with the 
freight and handling charges added, brought 
the total to $3.95 delivered. 


Bids Go Under Cost. 

Then followed the bids for the coal to be 
supplied to the public library. Baker 
Brothers are said to have offered to fill the 
Tontract at $3.64 a ton and to have backed 
their agreement with a strong guarantee. 
Other dealers then began offering the same 
grade of coal in smaller quantities at $3.75. 

Such warfare lasted until the City Fuel 
company yesterday recalled all previous 
quotations and began filling contracts for 
apy amount of coal at the $3.75 rate.
